Facts About Japan,

The empire of Japan consists
of a chain of nearly 4,000 islands,
lying along the eastern coast of
Asia and extending from 21 to
50 degrees north latitude. It is
separated from China by the For-
moea channel, about 75 miles
wide, and from Korea by Brough-
ton channel, less than 25 miles
wide,

Of the nearly 4,000 islands of
which the empire 18 composed,
only about 500 are inhabited, and
of these, five furnish by far the
larger part both of the area and
population, They are Shikoku,
Hondo, Kinshiu, Yezo and For-
mosa.  Formosa was acquired by
Japan as one of the results of the
war with China in 1894-5, and
therefore cannot be considered as
in thorough sympathy with the
uther parts of the empire.

The area of Japan proper is
110,822 equare miles, or nearly
twice as large as (Georgia.

The population (exclusive of
Formosa, which has about 3.000,-
000) was,when last taken in 1898,
43,1556,998. It has now about
46.000,000 inhabirants.

The army of Japan, including
the first and second reserves, con
sists of 420,981 men. Japan's
navy has 183 vessels, of which
number 12 are battleships, eight
ate armored cruisers, 30 ordinary
cruisers and the rest torpedo
boats, gun and destroyers. These
vessels mount 562 heavy guns
and 1,169 secondary and machine
guns,

The army and navy ie under
the command of the emperor (or
mikado), Muteuhito. The emper-
oris 51 years of age, and has
reigned over Japan 37 years.—
Atlanta Journal,

A STRIKING RESEMBLANCE.

Between Roosevelt’s Position
and That of Arthur.

(Charles M.Harvey in the World)

There are some striking resem-
blances between the political sit-
uation in the opening months of
1904 and that of the same time
in 1884, which was also a presi.
dential election year. A Pres-
ident, a Republican and an Ohio
man in each case, had been assas.
inateda few years before [(iar-
field in 1881 and McKinley in
1901 ]and had been succeeded by
a New York man in the Vice
Presidency [ Arthur in the earl-
ler instance and Roosevelt in the
later ouwe.] In each case there
had been wrangling among the
Republican leaders in the new
President’s State, [in which Con
klin and Platt figured on the one
side in Arthur’s period and Platt
has been antagonized by Odell in
the Roosevelt case.] Arthur
soon let it be known that he
sought the Presidential candida-
cy in 1884, as Roosevelt has done
regarding that of 1904. The Re.
publicun machine in the Pres-
ident’s State was favorable to his
candidacy then, as it is now.

Here are further similerities
between the case uf Roosevelt
and that of Arthur: Each was
called upon early in his service
to deal with crookedness in the
postal department [the star route
frauds in the earlier case and the
irregularities with the names of
Tyner, Machen and others have
been coupled now.| Just before
each of these Presidents entered
office & long period of industrial
stagnation [the panic of 1873
T8 in the one instance and that of
1893 98 in the other] had been
succeeded by a resstoration of
confiednce and advances in stocks
commodities and wages[due in
the earlier period to the estab.
lishment of specie payments un-
der the Act of 1875|which went
into operation in 1879, and in
the recent period to the Repub-
lican victory of 1896, on a gold
standaad platform, fo'lowed by
the enactment of the Dingley law
of 1897 that, in addition to pro-
viding greater protection for
home industrv, abolished the
treasury deficits. The advance
in stocks met a check early in
Arthur’s service and also early
in Roosevelt’s, which was suc
ceeded in each case by a short
recovery, followed by a greater
fall, the consequence being that
the general line of ghares was
in the opening days of 1884 and
1904 than they were twelve or
